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Haberstroh, Bolin search for poster thief 


The ASI executives have offered a $200 reward.

Associated Students Inc. President 
John Haberstroh and Vice President 
Jonathon Bolin said Monday they 


will reward $200 for any information 
leading to the whereabouts of approxi- 
mately 30 campaign posters that were 
stolen from the Cal State Long Beach 
campus. 

The posters were stolen between 
March 11 and March 21, Bolin said. 

“[The reward is] definitely serious,” 
Bolin said. “We’re looking for who- 
ever stole our 30 posters.” 


Bolin said that students with infor- 
mation about the missing posters can 
email johnandjoncsulb@gmail.com. 
To receive the reward, an individual 
would have to provide information 
leading to the missing posters or the 
person who stole them, according to 
Bolin. The individual would also have 
to testify in person. 

Some students said they were in- 
trigued by the reward. 

“That money sure would be nice,” 
Thomas Rubiano, a freshman politi- 


cal science major, said. “I hope I find 
info.” 

Other students said they were upset 
that campaign posters were stolen at 
all. 

“It’s just wrong. You have to win 
fair and square,” Alex Garcia, a sopho- 
more engineering major, said. 

So far, Bolin said no leads have been 
submitted. Bolin and Haberstroh have 
not filed a report with the University 
Police about the missing posters. 

Bolin said it is unlikely that the 


poster thief is someone from an oppos- 
ing ASI campaign because that would 
be grounds for election disqualifica- 
tion. 

“T don’t think anyone’s that stupid,” 
Bolin said. “I hope we find-the people 
who did it, but I don’t think we will.” 

Haberstroh and Bolin are up for re- 
election in the ASI election runoffs. 
Online voting will take place from 
Tuesday to Thursday, The results will 
be announced on Friday at the Univer- 
sity Student Union Southwest Terrace.

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CANDIDATES WARM UP FOR RUNOFFS 


Haberstroh pushes 
for re-election as ASI 
president. 


Associated Students Inc. President John 
Haberstroh said he ran for the executive posi- 
tion last year to put the “students” back into ASI 
— and he isn’t finished yet. 

Haberstroh is running for re-election in a 
race against presidential candidate Sean Zent. 

Although no candidate secured more than 
50 percent of the vote in the general election, 
Haberstroh came close when he received 3,148 
votes, or 48.5 percent of the vote. His oppo- 
nents, Zent and ASI Chief of Staff Jorge So- 
riano, received 1,849 votes and 1,326 votes, 
respectively. 

A graduate student studying ancient history, 
Haberstroh has partnered up with ASI Vice 
President Jonathon Bolin for this year’s race. 
The running mates ran together in the 2012 ASI 
elections with no previous ASI experience. 

As part of their 2012 platform, Haberstroh 
and Bolin agreed to take a 30 percent pay cut 
to fund and provide scholarships for students. 
Haberstroh said that he and Bolin plan to con- 
tinue their pay cut if they are re-elected. 

Haberstroh said given the results of the gen- 
eral election, he feels pretty good about his 
chances in this year’s run-off election. 

“T think the numbers are pretty strong in my 
direction,” he said. “I still have some work to do, 
so I can’t take it for granted, but I am optimistic 
about how it will turn out.” 

Although Haberstroh’s running mate received 
a large chunk of the vote, 43.3 percent, there is

still a chance that 
Haberstroh could 
serve alongside a 
candidate he didn’t 
run with: vice presi- 
dential candidate 
Deshe Gully. 
Haberstroh said 
he and Bolin see 
things in a similar 
light, and he feels it 
would be better for 
ASI to have a uni- 
fied leadership. He 
said he would rather 


serve with Bolin, but if Gully wins the run-off 
election, it won’t stop them from getting the job 


done. 


“If Deshe wins, I’m okay with working with 


him,” Haberstroh said. “I have no animosity. I 
think we have a job to do if we’re elected; and I 
think there shouldn’t be anything that prevents 
us from working towards that goal, which is 


serving the students.” 


As part of their campaign platform, Haber- 
stroh and Bolin said they plan to push for ASI 
to buy the shuttle system to prevent reduction 
in services and price increases for students. 
Haberstroh and Bolin also said they plan to hire 
student drivers for the shuttle system. 

This year’s platform for the duo also includes 
bi-weekly farmers markets and a complete ref- 
ormation of the ASI Bylaws. 

“Jonathon [Bolin] and I have started a revohe 
tion of change with our student government, and 
I think it is imperative that we continue to see 
this revolution through,” Haberstroh said.

Zent enters this year’s 
election as an ASI newcomer. 


Despite his having no previous experience in 
Associated Students Inc., senior communications 
major Sean Zent said he is a better fit for the presi- 
dent position than any other candidate. 

Zent said he wants to make a difference in 
campus culture and student life. He also said 
he is a better fit for president in ASI because he 
wants to focus on the students rather than the in- 
ner workings of the multi-million dollar organi- 
zation. 

“I feel like college is supposed to be the best 
years of your life, and I feel students don’t really 
enjoy it as much as they should,” he said. “I think 
this is in large part due to ASI’s ineffectiveness, 
which is why I am running for the position.” 

As a newcomer to ASI, Zent said that he feels 
he has an advantage because he is not intertwined 
with the politics that take place behind the scenes. 
He said that a lack of camaraderie between ASI 
government members reflects their leadership 
abilities, and he plans to change that if he is elect- 
ed. : 

“I would be more active and more. visible 
throughout my role as president, and I wouldn’t 
leave it up to my senators to get a bulk of the work 


done,” Zent said. 


As part of his campaign platform, Zent plans to 
host weekly town hall meetings to connect with 
the students and give them an option to voice 
comments and concerns they may have. Haber- 
stroh and Bolin started hosting town hall meet- 
ings every two weeks in fall 2012 as a means of 
reaching out to the students.

As far as improving 
campus life, Zent said 
he plans to increase 
student involvement 
in extracurricular 
activities and imple- 
ment a “Beach Break” 
period during the day, 
when no classes will 
be held and students 
can hang out and 
take a break from the 
stresses of being a stu- 
dent. 

In the general elec- 
tion, Zent ran on a ticket with then-vice presiden- 
tial candidate Larry Toney, who was not included 
in the run-off election. If Zent is elected, he will 
serve alongside a candidate he did not run with. 

Zent said that regardless of the results of the 
run-off election, he has the best interest of stu- 
dents in mind. 

“As you can see, we both really want to win, 
and I’ve talked to John [Haberstroh] and Jon [Bo- 
lin] long before this campaign, and as individuals,

‘T like them both, but there are some things I don’t 


like,” Zent said. 

Zent said he is going to continue being himself 
in hopes that things will work out the way they 
should. 

“As long as you work really hard and you're 
kind to people, amazing things will happen,” Zent 
said.

They then went on to visit 
other venues, like Atomic Ballroom 
in Irvine and their now favorite spot 
Downtown Disney Swing. 

Every Saturday night, Down- 
town Disney dedicates a dance floor 
and live band for a free swing event 
started by wife and husband Olivia 
and Michael Lai. Hoards of dancers, 
young and old, come out to take a trip 
back in time.

2007, with her personal donation fund- 
ing the program. The program is now 
headed by Marcus, director of the inter- 
national studies program. 

Haglund said her motivation behind 
spearheading the program and invest- 
ing a sizeable amount of her own money 
into it was to open American students’ 
eyes to the rest of the world. 

“Our kids know so little about the 
world. It’s embarrassing and fright- 
ening to me how little our students 
know,” she said. “We are globally 
blind, deaf and dumb, and we have to 
change that.” 

Working with the Center for Interna- 
tional Education and the Study Abroad 
Office, as well as many other departments 
on campus, the institute’s goal is to inte- 
grate all aspects international education 
under one banner for a more streamlined, 
efficient and successful outcome. 

Sharon Olson, director of educa- 
tion abroad in the Center for Interna- 
tional Education, said she is excited 
about the potential of the institute to 
bring global tinges to CSULB class- 
es.

“It is part of a strategic plan to in- 
ternationalize CSULB in a more com- 
prehensive manner,” she said. “It is 
unlikely that any student today will be 
engaged in a career that does not have 
global components. 
It is critical that 
American students 
have an internation- 
al perspective. “ 

Marcus calls the 
institute “an admin- 
istrative. conduit” 
that provides an ad- 
visory board, cur- 
ricula support and 
financial funding 
to departments that 
want — but may not 
know how — to add 
global perspectives and outcomes to 
their classes. 

“In our general education sequenc- 
ing, we have a global capstone course, 
which is fantastic, but it’s only one 
course, which almost objectifies 


global and . international education 
into that one course, instead of say- 
ing that international education is part 
of everything we do,” Marcus said. 
“Whether you’re a biologist, a chem- 
ist, an artist — everything has an in-

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ternational orientation these days.” 

Haglund said that the institute is just 
beginning to integrate itself into the 
campus structure, but results are start- 
ing to show. The family and consumer 
sciences depart- 
ment now offers 
a class that takes 
students to New 
Zealand to study 
families there. 

Students in the 
art department 
can visit Cam- 
bodia or Brazil 
and work on art 
projects with stu- 
dents with HIV, 
and students in 
the human devel- 
opment class, “Death and Dying,” are 
taken to South Africa to see the pro- 
cess of death and dying in different 
cultures. Other classes have become 
linked with overseas universities so 
that students can Skype each other 
from across the world, according to 
Haglund. 

“It’s about facilitating these interac- 
tions and giving a global perspective to 
these classes that they didn’t have be- 
fore,” Haglund said. 
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There doesn’t seem to be any 
time for peace. With North Ko- 
rea conducting its third nuclear 
test in February and issuing 
constant threats against the U.S. 
and its territories and allies, 
North Korea has become a global 
annoyance. 

Led by Kim Jung Un, the spawn 
of the country’s former madman 
Kim Jong Il, the North Korean 
population has been brainwashed 
to believe that the U.S. is respon- 
sible for their hardships.

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ASI candidate campaigns need to be entertaining to succeed 


This past Associated Students Inc. election 
cycle brought a lot of firsts. There were voting 
squirrels and endorsements from Victoria’s 
Secret models, Lord of the Rings and Star 
Wars parodies, even puppies and candidate-run 
concerts. 

Perhaps the most stunning was voter turnout: 
more than 6,000 students cast votes last week, 
accounting for nearly 20 percent of the Cal State 
Long Beach student population. That’s double the 
national collegiate average of 10 percent, accord- 
ing to Christina Esparza, ASI communications 
coordinator. 

There was a lot of attention paid to the off- 
the-wall, even immature campaign tactics that 
some said distracted from the seriousness of an 
ASI executive position. Even though most stu- 
dents don’t pay attention to the organization, we 
all pay for it. It’s our money, and the least we can 
do is take five minutes to decide who controls» 
where it goes. 


This year, more than any other year before, 
that’s what students did. In record numbers, the 
CSULB student population took time to partici- 
pate in student government. This will probably be 
the last time most students pay attention to ASI 
until next year’s elections. 

There is no debate that all future ASI candi- 
dates should take notice of one fact that came 
from these elections: if you 
want to win, you better know 
how to get the students’ atten- 
tion. 

Simple signs with your face on them won’t do 
it. Promises and qualifications showing why you 
are best fit for the position will help, but they’re 
not going to pull you through. You have to be 
funny, you have to be witty, and you have to be 
appealing.

Jonathon Bolin had the most votes.

While incumbents often defeat challengers, 
their campaign was smart and well aimed, 
targeting students by parodying culturally 
relevant films, using humorous campaign 
posters with serious undertones and defining 
opponents before they had a chance to defend 
themselves.

All women should have access to emergency contraceptives

cant problem for young girls, who, with or with- 
out any sort of plan for birth control, continue to 
be sexually active. 

Parents tend to feel like if the government 
requires their daughters to have permission 
via prescription in order to acquire emer- 
gency contraception, then the 
government simultaneously 
creates a roadblock for the 
daughters’ confidentiality. In 
other words, parents would 
inevitably be informed at some point that their 
daughter is, to some extent, concerned about 
pregnancy. 

However, this resulted in young girls who 
engaged in an unprotected sexual engagement,

whether it was involuntary or a simple lapse in 
judgment, having no way to fight off unwanted, 
permanent consequences. 

The downward spiral that follows leads to an 
unwanted pregnancy, which is not something 
that a 16-year-old girl can handle responsibly. 

Fear sets in and abortions are 
sought, which can lead to long- 
term guilt, depression or even 
permanent medical damage. 

All in all, the fact that young 
girls can walk into Rite Aid or CVS and purchase 
Plan B One Step to prevent pregnancy altogether 
means that there is less reason for teen pregnancy 
to occur. 

The issue is not just a “women’s right issue.” 


The issue is of public health in general. 

Too many children are born to unfit mothers 
who got pregnant accidentally and then had no 
access to abortion as minors. It’s cruel to raise a 
child in the kind of atmosphere that pregnancies 
like this provide. 

In closing, conservatives will argue that Plan B 
One Step is basically “an abortion pill.” 

There is not one ounce of validity in this ugly 
name. It simply makes young women feel guilty 
for using-it and uncomfortable when buying it. 
It is a cruelty that only causes more pain to the 
young women in need.

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Bronchi sculpture enables students to see breath

Viewers can watch their breath 
come to life with the help of a mas- 
sive bronchi sculpture, featured this 
week at the on campus art exhibition, 
“Pneuma.” 

Graduate art student Natalie Hribar- 
Kelly explores human life by creating 
a huge bronchi segment that requires 
viewer interaction. 

The piece takes up almost the entire- 
ty of the gallery when inflated by the 
viewers’ breath. 

“There are many layers of reference 
for me in this exhibition,” Hribar-Kelly 
said in her artist’s statement. “Some are 
personal and relate to my struggle with 
a lung injury.” 

Viewers are encouraged to blow a 
deep breath of air into a distant sensor, 
which turns on an industrial fan and in- 
flates the immense sculpture. The fact 
that the viewer activates the sculpture 
helps viewers to become more aware

of their own breathing, Hribar-Kelley 
said. 

According to Hribar-Kelly, “Pneu- 
ma” is an ancient Greek word for 
breath. 

She said that the sculpture is based on 
the act of breathing and realizing breath 
is a big part of life. 

The beautifully crafted piece strongly 
resembles tree roots, showing viewers 
where the air we breathe comes from. 
Its form also symbolizes “the profound 
simplicity of breath,” as stated in Hribar- 
Kelly’s artist’s statement. 

The bronchi sculpture is made from 
a ripstop nylon fabric that Hribar-Kelly 
ordered from England, which she dyed 
to resemble the pinkness of a healthy 
bronchial tubule. 


Because the piece is quite large,” 


Hribar-Kelly took about four weeks to 
completely sew the piece together, even 
while using a sewing machine. 

Hribar-Kelly said she thinks that 
“Pneuma” will help viewers to focus 
in on the details of their lives. She 
said she wants to leave the audience 
with “a sense of wonder” and hopes 
the sculpture will “have them reflect 
on their own act of breathing,” Hri- 
bar- Kelly said. She also wants view- 
ers to “become more aware of their 
existence.” 

“Pneuma” is available for viewing

SAVING THE SEASON 


Kelly Ringel played against the best in high school. Now she’s a star goalkeeper for one of the country’s top teams.

The ninth-ranked Long Beach State 
women’s water polo team is in the midst 
of a special season. 

The 49ers (22-4, 3-2 Big West Con- 
ference) have clinched their first win- 
ning season since 2006. In his fifth year 
at the helm, LBSU coach Gavin Arroyo 
has assembled the pieces needed to be 
successful in the pool. 

He did so, in part, by dipping into the 
waters of the local Moore League. 

Junior goalkeeper Kelly Ringel has 
been a centerpiece of the 49ers’ domi- 
nant run this season. 

The second-year starter went to Wil- 


son High School, which is across the 
street from LBSU’s Blair Field. She 
then moved on to LBSU, where she 
recorded 265 saves as a sophomore, a 
close second to Kristen Stragier’s 286 
in 2000 for the most by a 49er goalie in 
a single season. 

Ringel took her first steps into ath- 
letics at a very young age. She joined a 
club swimming team in middle school, 
but she did not enjoy it. 

“In eighth grade, I started playing 
water polo because a friend suggested 
it and said that he was doing it,” Rin- 
gel said. “In high school, I went out for 
the Wilson water polo team, and that is 
pretty much where it all started.” 

One conversation changed the course 
of Ringel’s athletic career. When she 
became the last line of defense for the 
Bruins, she saw near immediate suc- 


cess. 

Ringel received three varsity letters in 
high school, and in her senior year, she 
was named MVP of the Moore League.

Much of her success with The Beach 
has been linked to the experience she 
gained at Wilson. Southern California 
is rich in water polo talent, and playing 
for the Bruins exposed Ringel to some 
of the region’s top competition. 
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“We got to play against a lot of re- 
ally talented players and girls that 
I still play against now at a lot of 
other colleges,” she said of facing 
CIF Southern Section powerhouses 
such as Mater Dei and Los Alamitos. 
“They’re all really good, and it gave 
me a look into how it was going to be 
like in college.” 

Last year, Ringel played alongside 
Heather McKeon, her high school 
teammate. McKeon has since graduat- 
ed, but the 49ers are loaded with Moore 
League talent. The Beach is carrying 
seven Moore League graduates on its 
roster this season. 

Ringel may never have ended up in 
water polo if she had not talked about it 
with her childhood friend. Her family did 
not have a past of swimming athletes. Her 
father ran track and field in high school, 


and her mother did not play sports. 

Therefore, the 49ers goalkeeper likes 
to think of herself as “a selfmade ath- 
lete.” 

Ringel said she draws strength from 
the support of her teammates. They 
entered the season together, and the 
team is working toward some lofty 
goals. 

Ringel was not shy in saying that the 
49ers are seeking a trip to Boston to 
compete for a national championship. 

“T think it helped us a lot not being 
ranked going into the season,” she said 
of the 49ers’ impressive season. “It took 
a lot of the pressure off.” 

Ringel will have to be at the top of 
her game down the stretch. The 49ers 
are a well-known commodity now, and 
there will be no sneaking up on anyone 
they face from here on out.
